Dominick (Butch) Blasi, an. ex-convict who holds an Illi- 
nois real estate broker’s license, Monday became the target 
of a state revocation attempt. John C.. Watson, director of 
the state Department of Registration and Education, filed a 
formal complaint ‘with the real estate examining committee, 
which will hold à hearing some time next month. Watson said 


granting the license to Blasi, chauffeur and messenger for 


deposed crime syndicate leader Salvatore (Sam) Momo Gian- 
cana, was apparently “a-clérical error" he: hopes to correct. 


Blasi, according to Sun-Times reporter Art Petacque, is 
noted for mimicking the habits of his. boss — wearing the 


same type of suits; the same dark“ “glasses, smoking the same 
brand of cigar. When Blasi first took.out his broker's license 
in 1944 under the alias of Donald. Blasi, he did not mention 
his five-yeaf sentence to federal prison in 1936 for counter- 
feiting, or His 1950 conviction of possessing a machin zun. 

Since last July, Blasi has been operating the Park Avenue 
Realty Co., 4967 W. ‘Chicago, which: he opened abou the time 
Giaricana was released from County. Jail after’ Servihg a year 
for refusing to testify. before a federal grand jury about mob 
operations. Giancana is now living in exile in Mexico. Blasi 
extols Sam for keeping his mouth shut. Whether Blasi talks or 
'not, his record of felony convictions could be enough to tear 
„up his license to sell real estate under Illinois law.

Watson said a hearing would 
be geld before the real estate 
examining committee next 
month.

BLASI continues to reside at 1138 Park Avenue, River Forest, 
Illinois, with his wife and children, As of 9/29/67, BLASI 

was confined to St. Joseph's hospital, root 810, Close

II. CURRENT POSITION OF BLASI IN ORGANIZED CRIME IN CHICAGO 


CG T-3 advised that BLASI tel | 
informant and SAM G prior to the time that G 


Xoluntarily exiled himself from the United States when he 
was released from the Cook County Jail on June 1, 1966. 


CG T-3 advised that at the time GIANCANA was the top 
leader of organized crime in the Chicago area, a period 
roughly extending from 1957 until GIANCANA was incarcerated 
on May 31, 1965, BLASI wheeled considerable influence and 
was highly respected by even the top leaders of organized 
crime in the Chicago area. The informant advised that at 
that time, any instructions which came from BLASI were 
automatically obeyed in view of the fact that it was under- 
stood that these instructions came from GIARCANA. The 
informant advised that the reason for this was that BLASI 
was extremely close to GIANCANA who umed BLASI as 2 chauffeur, 
messenger, exyeadd boy, and body guard. The informant advised 
that if an individual, in or out of organized crime, desired 
an appointment with GIANCANA it was understood that the protocol 
in this regard was to contact BLASI who in turn would contact 
GIANCANA and then return GIANCANM!Ss approval or disapproval of

the proposed meeting to the individual. The informant advised 
that it was BLASI who knew at all times the current whereabouts 
of GIANCANA in and out of the Chicago area, and was able 

to reach GIANCANA in the event an emergency arose. 


According to the informant, however, this situation 
changed drastically when GIANCANA voluntarily gave up his 
leadership of organized crime in Chicago. SAM BATTAGLIA, 
succeeded GIANCANA, had his own entourage of subordinants nid 
he uged instead ef "BLASI. Almost over night, therefore, the 
respect and authority which BLASI had vanished. He immediately 
reverted to his former status ag “just another member" of the 
organized underworld. 


The informant advised, therefore, that as of November, 
1967, BLASI no longer exercises the authority or commands the 
respect which he did when GIANCANA was the "boss" of organized 
crime in Chicago. 


III. BLASI’S LOBB OF REAL ESTATE BROKER*S LICENSE 


The Illinois State Department of Registration and 
Education held a hearing in the State of Illinois Building in 
Chicago on July 19, 1967, with a view toward determining 
whether the real estate license of BLABI should be revoked. 
However, proceedings by the Department were delnyed pending 
an opinion by Illinois Attorney General WILLIAM CLARK. 
According to the "Chicago Tribune" of September 20, 1967, 
CLARK was asked to determine the legality of the proceedings 
involving BLASI after the state moved against BLASI for the 
reason that BLABI had failed to list on his application for 
a bwoker's license a 1950 federal court conviction in Milwaukee, 
for the unlawful possession of a German machine pistol. IRA 
DAWSON, Assistant Director of Registration and Education, said 
Attorney General CLARK has been agked to give an opinion on 
whether BLASI's conviction in Milwaukee, plum one for counter- 
feiting in 1935, disqualified BLASI from holding a broker's 
license. The Tribune noted that at the hearing on July 19, 
BLASI contended through his attorneys that a 1966 opinion 
by CLARK protected BLASI from being stripped of his license.

CLARK's opinion at that time held that an applicant must 
have been convicted in the Illinois courts in order to 

be disqualified, BLASI's attorneys contended, according 
to the article, that federal court convictions do not count 
against the applicant, 


On November 14, 1967, the Xllinois State Heal Estate 
Examining Committee announced they hnve ordered the revocation 
of BLASI's Real Estate Broker's License. The Chicago Tribune 
reported that the committee ncted on the opinion of Illinois 
Attorney General WILLIAM CLARK handed down specifically 
fer the BLASI case. This opinion held that BLASI's convictions 
were for crimes, the elements of which were fraud and 
dishonesty. Therefore, according to the opinion of CLARK, BLASI 
was deemed unsuitable to hold an Illinois Real Estate License. 


The article aso reported that BLASI by law has 
20 days to file for rehearing, but in order to do so must 
present new evidence relative to his defense.
